Argentina’s national congress, meeting 
in special session, has under consideration a bill 
for a loan of 500,000,000 pesos for the same pur- 
pose. Other emergency measures include special 
taxes, particularly on textiles, automobiles, radio 
equipment, matches, gasoline, and foodstuffs: 
heavier taxes on corporations, anu attempts, no- 
tably in Chile and Peru, to establish more rigid 
supervision over corporations which enjoy a prac- 
tical monopoly of certain commodities; govern- 
mental control of trading and speculation in 
grains on the Montevideo and Buenos Aires ex- 
changes; the organization of a National Credit 
Corporation in Colombia; and resort to short- 
term loans from foreign concerns as in Mexico 
and Colombia, where the Standard Oil and the 
United Fruit companies have made advances to be 
credited against future taxes. 


The political situation in Latin America ap- 
pears to some extent better “liquidated” than the 
economic one. Peru has returned to nominally 
constitutional rule; in Argentina President Justo 
has assumed office after elections that gave him 234 
electoral votes out of a total of 358. Bolivia, un- 
der President Salamanca, has completed what is 
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generally considered a successful year, despite 
trying circumstances. In Chile President Mon- 
tero has weathered serious trouble in the form of 
political agitation, labor unrest and disrupted 
finances. The political future in Latin America, 
however, is charged with uncertainty. On March 
6 an attempt was made to assassinate President 
Sanchez Cerro of Peru, and the administration 
retaliated by exiling or imprisoning the leaders of 
the Aprista or opposition party whose chief, Haya 
de la Torre, is now in hiding. In Brazil dissen- 
sion has broken out regarding the tenure of Pro- 
visional President Getulio Vargas, whose failure 
to call elections is construed by his critics as a 
move to remain in power indefinitely. The 
Machado administration in Cuba is apparently no 
nearer allaying the bitter party strife than it was 
a year ago, while in Mexico a reorganized cab- 
inet, with General Calles once more in the Min- 
istry of War, is cautiously approaching the con- 
gressional elections. ERNEST GALARZA. 


England Calls Economic Conference On 
Central Europe 


The scheme for a Danubian union, originally 
suggested by Great Britain but officially launched 
by M. Tardieu, underwent a new development on 
March 24, when the British government invited 
France, Italy and Germany to a four-power con- 
ference to discuss the economic situation in Cen- 
tral Europe. While no date was set for this con- 
ference, which the French press denounced as a 
“Germanophile” move on the part of Prime Min- 
ister MacDonald intended to thwart the Tardieu 
proposal, it was understood that it would be held 
early in April either at London or Geneva. M. 
Tardieu who, as French Premier and Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, has sought since February 21 
both to effect a Franco-German rapprochement 
and to establish a basis for collaboration with 
Great Britain, had apparently hoped to settle the 
Danubian question in a téte-a-téte with Mr. Mac- 
Donald, and now fears that the British Foreign 
Office may oppose a federation of Eastern Euro- 
pean states organized under French auspices. 
The French Premier is consequently planning to 
visit London this coming week-end, for the pur- 
pose of discussing not only the Danubian union, 
but other international problems as well, includ- 
ing reparation. 


The plight of Eastern Europe, whose threat- 
ened economic breakdown would have incalculable 
repercussions, and the desirability of a tariff ac- 
cord in that region were emphasized anew by the 
Financial Commission of the League of Nations 
in a report completed on March 24. This report 
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once more recommended a loan for Austria, 
which is faced with an acute financial crisis, ang 
urged a loan for Greece, on condition that the 
latter maintain the service on its external debt, 
It upheld the priority of League loans over other 
government and private obligations, which had 
been contested by France in the case of Hungary, 
and recognized the necessity of maintaining the 
Hungarian moratorium, pending an amelioration 
of the economic situation which would permit of 
a global settlement with foreign creditors. Final- 
ly, it recommended a reduction of 50 per cent in 
the service of the external debt of Bulgaria; on 
the basis of this recommendation, Prime Minister 
Muschanoff announced on March 29 that Bulgaria 
had declared a 50 per cent moratorium on its for- 
eign debt for a period of six months.
